The following account of the great four-mile heat 
race in 18 -2 at Washington, between Black Maria, 
Lady Belief, Trifle and Slim, and which took five 
heats to decide is interesting reading: 

“The southerners were out in great furca and 
their cpiniona as to the bast animal in the race 
were shown by their money. Trifle opening a pro- 
nounced favorite at 5 to 4 against the field and 5 to 
3 against Black Maria. Large sums were wagered 
and the bad bonclitiou of the track was ignored in 
the prevalence of partisanship. Trifle stripped as 
though trained to the hour and, excepting size- 
being only 14.2— showed the racehorse at every 
point. The conditions called for weight for age. 

“The quartet moved off well together. Lady Relief 
slightly in the lead for the first quarter. Slim, Trifle 
and Black Maria well up but waiting. In the 
straight, finishing the first mile. Trifle moved into 
the lead. Black Maria following and the pair raced 
in close order. Black Maria shewing a slight advan- 
tage parsing the stand, this order prevailing during 
the second and third miles. Turning into the 
fourth. Trifle forced the pace and showed in front. 
Black Maria yielding precedence until the stretch 
was again reached, then, when everybody had given 
up the heat to the sohthern nag, the black chal- 
lenged and, after a fierce struggle, passed the post 
first by a length in 8:Ct>. The excitement was in- 
tense over this result and the usual blame for the 
loss of the heat was put on Trifle’s rider, in that ho 
had made hie run too far from home by nearly a 
mile. Lady Relief’s perplo had a real excuse for 
her performance, the saddle having slipped to hei 
withers and the jockey finishing barebacked, 

“Black Maria went away in front in the second 
heat. Trifle trailing, and ttiis order was observed 
until the stretch was reached in the last mile. 
Here Black Maria’s jockey, thinking the race won. 
took matters too^easily and the southfcrner, watch- 
ing her opportunity, came with a tremendous rush 
and took Black Maria by the throat-latch, refusing 
to be thrown off, and the pair, after a heart break- 
ing struggle, finished on equal terms, the verdict 
being the unprecedented one of ’dead heat’ in a 
four-mile heat race. The excitement was not les- 
sened by this result, 

“The northerners ware disgusted and complaining 
over the showing of their jockey, while the others 
were correspondingly encoaraged. And they were 
the more so after the nags had cooled out and 
appeared for a renewal of the struggle. Trifle show- 
ing fresher and full of running, while Black Maria 
was unmistakably distressed. The southeners 
thought they had the race now and began to count 
their gains. 

“Black Maria got a bad start as the signal was 
given for the send-off of the third, which increased 
the jubilation of the southerners and the depres- 
sion of their antagonists. It is probable, however, 
that this materially increased the winning chances 
of the northern mare, as her r.der made no effort to 
do better than drop within the distance, and Black 
Maria really enjoyed a breathing spell during the 
heat, which was fiercely contested at the finish by 
Trifle and the Jersey mare. Lady Relief got a 
decided advantage at the start and held it without 
serious optosition to and into the fourth mile. 
Her rider, imagining he had the heat safe, took it 
easily in the stretch, where Trifle’s jockey stole 
upon him first and then challenged furiously and 
succeeded in taking the heat in 8:13. 

“Trifle and Black Maria now stood on equal terms 
each having a heat and a dead heat to their credit. 
Under the modern rules the other two would have 
retired fron the contest, neither having won a heat 
nor made a dead heat, but the old rules made them 
still factors in the game. Blim, however, had had 
enough and dropped out altogether, three going to 
the post. Trifle is now an overwhelming favorite 
and, twelve miles having been run, nobody imagined 
that more than another heat would be required to 
settle the business in Trifle’s favor. The Jersey 
mare again took the track followed by Trifle, Black 
Maria again trailing. Trifle’s jockey evidently 
thought that he now had only Lady Relief to beat, 
and during the second and third miles repeatedly 
want up to her and was as often shaken off, Lady- 
Relief still going with an apparently unlimited re 
serve. Black Maria made no ‘move’ until Trifle 
had mads her last unsuccessf jl effort and the last 
half mile of the heat was reached. Then she chal 
lengel the leaders in earnest, passed the tiring 
Trifle without opposition and was quickly at the 
(luarrers of Lady Relief. Thence the black and the 
chestnut, the two daughters of American Eclipse 
had a ding-dong, bammsr-and-tongs fight to the 
finish, and amid the most tremendous excitement, 
the chestnut. Lady Relief took the heat by a scant 
neck in 8: If. 

“It was still anybody’s race, and all sides were 
now at s<?a, the few followers of Lady Relief being 
raised to the highest hopes, while the partisans of 
the other two looked in vain for a chance to hedge. 
As the fillies cooled out, however, the Black Maria 
stock rose quickly to par and above. Trifle was 
s^en to have shot her bolt effectually, being now 
' the most distressed of the trio, while thn black 
seemed to have taken o.i a new lease of life. She 
actually lashed out on tt e way to the i>est. Lady- 
Relief showed, however, that she hud plenty of run- 



ning left in her. The prize evidently belonged to j 
one of the two sisters in blcod. Again and for two j 
miles Maria trailed, leaving the other two to fight j 
for precedence through the seventeenth and eigh- 
teenth miles. Entering the nineteenth mile the ! 
last hope of the southerners vanished. Their gal- j 
I ant representative was Been to falter and then to | 
itop to a walk. The game filly had broken down | 
utterly, and the result was left to the other two. A 
deep and unmistakable groan of anguish rose 
from the crowd as Trifle gave up the des- 
perate contest. Entering the twentieth mile 
Lady Relief still had a substantial lead, and 
Maria’s jockey as yet had made no move. He 
was husbanding the last ounce of reserve of his 
tired mount, and it was not until well around the 
turn of the last circuit that he called on the daugh- 
ter of Lady Lightfoot for the supreme effort of her 
life. The black responded gallantly, and as gal- 
lantly and gamely did the chestnut endeavor to 
shake her off. Each was aorthy of the other’s 
steel; whichever won the los:r would incur neither 
dishonor nor reproach. No more could be asked of 
them that all they had, and that both were giving 
freely. Along the side Maria draws even with her 
rival. On the backstretch they race head and head, 
and neither shows the slightest advantage retained. 
Into the homestretch they turn as though yoked to 
a chariot. The courage of n.-'ither falters. Both 
jockeys are working like fiends. Something is 
bound to yield with such a t-«nsion. It is nature 
herself. Maria’s pitiless, unvarying, machine-like 
stride triumphs. Like the black shadow of a real 
eclipse she covers her antagonist, draws inch by 
inch away and wins the twentieth mile, the heat 
and the race. 

“The time of the last four miles was 8:47. 

“Mr, Stevens might almost have exclaimed with 
Louis XII. after Ravenna: 'God forbid that I win 
any more such victories.’ It was not quite as bad 
as that. Trifle retired to the stnd, her racing 
promise destroyed by the merciless struggle. Lady- 
Relief died within a few weeks from the effects of 
the race. But Maria was steel and whalebone and 
her recovery from the strain was quick. The fol- 
lowing spring she won a three-mile heat race and 
showed the fastest third heat op to then ever made. 
She ran ten races after her twenty-mile struggle, 
and her winnings in purses in her total of thirteen 
victories was $15,000, a sum considered to be mar- 
velously largo, as it was for that period of the turf, 
the purses being then such as the cracks of the 
present would disdain. There is a curious equality 
in sums total earned by the great racers of the 
middle heroic period. Mingo, Black Maria's 
brother-in-blood and acknowledged northern 
champion, retired with little over $15,C00, Trifle 
herself, in her short career, won $14,000, the famed 
champion Postboy, not quite $13,000, and Ariel, an- 
other daughter of Eclipse, which won forty-two 
out of fifty-seven starts, only $25,(00. Those were 
the economical days of the republican turf and 
republican simplicity of living was not incompati- 
ble with the sport of kings. 

“Both Black Maria and Trifle were measurably 
successful at the stnd, neither turning out absolute 
failures.’’— “Longitude” in Canadian Sportsman. 

FACE AND WEIGHT. 

The ideas of pace and weight which obtain today 
are not the ideas which obtained ten years ago. A 
decade ago we still were suffering from a plethora 
of English ideas, and the American style of riding, 
now admittedly the best in the world, still was in 
its infancy, so to speak. At that time if a horse 
had big weight up the invariable rule was to wait, 
and to wait far back in the ruck. There was no 
variation from this rule because of class or distance 
or for any other consideration. To do otherwise 
was to invite the wrath of nine-tenths of the men 
on the turf. Then came a shock that shook all the 
old ideas to pieces. At Brighton one pleasant sum- 
mer afternoon Voter was in a sprint handicap with 
110 pounds up. In the saddle was Tod Sloan, the 
least popular but none the less the greatest of 
jockeys. To the amazement of a great majority of 
the horsemen Sloan sent Voter right to the front. 
In the twinkling (:f an eye he had a lead of half a 
dozen lengths. The wiseacres threw up their hands 
in horror, Sloan was killing the horse’s chances. 
He would run him into the ground before the stretch 
was reached. But Sloan d:d nothing of the kind. 
He simply let Voter go right along about his busi- 
ness, nut urging him and not restraining him. The 
result was a hollow victory fur the great Reene 
sprinter. The running cf the race was a crushing 
blow to the old waiting tactics. American horse- 
men quick to learn at once realized that a horse 
might be choked to death, that he might have all 
the speed taken out of him as easily and as effect- 
ually by waiting as by racing out in front. Always 
it is the pace and distance and not the weight that 
kills. 

That is a very pretty story that is going the 
rounds aneut the purchase of the one time Dwyer 
champion, Longstreet, by Mr. J. B. Uaggin. As 
the tale runs, Mr. Haggin wanted Longstreet be. 
cause that horse beat Salvator when they met in 
the Omnibus Stakes, run at Monmouth Park in 
1889, and commissioned his agent to buy him at any 
I price when he was* put up at auction recently. 



Those who know of Mr. Haggin’s prodigality in 
turf dealings will not doubt the latter part of the 
story, although, as it happened, the horse was little 
more than a gift, being knocked down to the agen- 
on a bid of $500.. But those who know of the heart- 
burning which Mr. Haggin offered because of the 
Longstreet-Salvator dispute, will be inclined ti 
doubt that he pr- zed the h rse simply br-cause be 
beat Salvator in the Omn bus stakes, and beat him 
easily, with Proctor Knott basting Salvator in a 
drive for the place. The tu fmMii of that day will 
remember that in a race in ikhicb Salvator won 
and Longstreet was beaten, there was a second 
string to the Haggin bow and it was insinuated 
that this second string was in the race for the 
purpose of taking care of dangerous contenders 
and thus contributing to the success of Salvator. 
Cool beaded turfmen paid no attention to the insin- 
uation, but Phil Dwyer offered to wager any part 
of $50,0C0 that Longstreet could defeat Salvator 
and there was a lot of idle gossip, which resulted 
in Mr, Haggin cancoling all his Brooklyn engage- 
ments with the threat that he never would race 
over a Dwyer track again. That threat held good 
for more than a dozyn years, and it was not until 
recently that his colors again were seen on a 
Dwyer course, ' It may ba as related, that Mr. 
Haggin longed to p> issess Longstreet because the 
greatest of Longfellow’s sons triumphed over the 
kingly Salvator, but it probably would be closer to 
the truth to say that he wanted him because he 
was the greatest son of the mighty Longfellow and 
one of the very greatest horses ever saddled in this 
country. Of heroic size and splendid confirmation, 
Longstreet in his prime was a work of art done in 
flesh and blood. Royally bred as he is and with 
the splendid opportunities which be will have in 
the Elmendorf Stnd, his fame as a'sire yet should 
leap to the heights to which he carried it as a race 
horse.— New York Evening Sun, 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

If the Long Island farmers are not careful all 
their property will be transformed into race tracks. 
Nowadays every purchaser of a cabbage patch any- 
where between Jamaica and Montauk Point is set 
down as a race track owner or promoter. There 
can be no doubt that that section of Long Island in 
and about Hempstead is admirably situated for race 
track purposes and that some day we probably will 
have a great racing center there. Advices gained 
from trustworthy sonrees, however, are to the effect 
I that the prophets are moving a little swifter than 
the projectors of the new racing scheme. A man 
may not be gifted with second sight and still see 
that as time runs the day is not far 
distant when the Morris Park, Sheepshead Bay 
and Gravesend courses will be no more. Morris 
Park practically has been claimed already and the 
blight or blessing may fall on Gravesend or Sheeps- 
heau Bay at any time. Brighton is more fortunate 
than the other courses in that it is a terminal prop- 
erty, and as such is not in danger of having streets 
rnn through it. But when Sheepshead and Grave- 
send have been doomed, the natural refuge of the 
clubs owning these coerses undoubtedly will be 
Lung Island, somewhere beyond the limits of 
Greater New York, and probably in the vicinity of 
Hempstead. At that the courses referred to, if any- 
thing, seem safer from interference than they were 
ten years ago, and there is no telling how long their 
lease of good fortune may run. It is understood 
that the powers that be in racing are anxious 
to group the racing interests in one section and 
thus build up a great turf center in which horse' 
men could have a maximum of conveniences and 
benefits at a minimun of expense. Then, too, unless 
means should be found to still the voice of the 
gambler who shouts so blatantly at Saratoga it 
may be deemed good policy to close the gates of 
that beautiful course and transfer its interest to 
this section temporarily. In that event there would 
be room and to spars on Long Island. In a few 
years mors there will be a tunnel to Jamaica, so 
that the proposed new racing center also would be 
convenient to the patrons of th-i sport, who would 
have safe, speedv and comf rtable transportation 
at small cost. Racegoers se.d m pause to think of 
expense, although often they rise to protest against 
a lack of cousid ration for their comfort, a con- 
sideration which undoubtedly would be ever pres- 
ent with the new regime. All these matters are in 
tue future, but all of them uevnrtiieless are ripe for 
discussion.— New York Evouin un. 

A call has been issued by Stcretary Kuhl fora 
general meeting of the mo.iibero of the Western 
Jockey Club at the cilices of the organization in 
Chicago on Monday, December 1, According to the 
constitution of the organization the annual meet-

Hence, at this general 
meeting, the schedule of dales will be arranged and 
other matters will receive consideration prelimin- 
ary to the regular meeting on tne next Monday*

Preetorins 
and Howendobler showed the way in close com- 
pany to the head of the stretch where Robbins 
called on Andes, which went to the front with a- 
rush, winning as his rider pleased by three lengths 
from Preetorins, which finished one before Inspector 
Shea for second place. Preetorins finished strongly 
and was mnch the best of the others.

pat up for sale. The jndge replied that he would 
consider the matter along with others tomorrow. 
To this Rome retorted ; 

“Am I to understand by that that yop will not 
take off the fine!’’ 

“I can’t tell,” was all the jndge replied. 

“Yon can’t tell, hey? Well, all I have got to say 

thea is that yon are a thief 1” 

Hamilton, for a moment, was confonnded, bnt 
quickly realizing that Roma had committed a grave 
breach of turf law, as well as offering him an in- 
sult, said : 

“Do yon know that yon can be ruled off for those 
remarks?” 

“Rule me off; what do I care?” was the sharp an- 
swer Rome made, now thoroughly beside himself 
with anger. 

Turning to “Jack” Lyons, who was a bystander, 
Hamilton said : 

“Did you hear what he (pointing to Rome) said? 
He called me a thief.”' 

The answer from Lyons was in the affirmative. 
Rome then modified his remarks and said, address- 
ing the bystanders: 

“I said that if yon dispense such arbitrary jnstioe 
I think you are a thief.” 

“That will do,” replied Hamilton, then taming 
to Lyons, he .said, “take him (meaning Rome) out 
to the gate and have him arrested.” The order was 
apparently obeyed, for Lyons and Rome walked off 
together and the jndge went on hia way. 

Later Rome was seen going towards the train 
and when qnestioned relative to the remark he had 
made to Hamilton he said: “The jndge fined ms 
$25 when Howendobler won on Tuesday because 
the boy led him from the track before he conld be 
pat np for sale. I was innocent of any intentional 
wrong in the matter and so informed the jn->ge to- 
day after the first race, with a request that he 
please remit the fine. The judge replied that he 
would see about it. Later, daring the afternoon 
I again asked him if he had taken off the fine and 
received no satisfactory answer. After the races 
were over I again asked him and he said he wonld 
consider the matter tomorrow. This appeared to 
me as though he did not want to remit the fine, acd 
I informed him if he dispensed such arbitraij 
. jnstice I thought that be was not on the square,”
